In  exerscise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  section  72  of  the  Punjab 
Reorganisation  Act,  1966  (31  of  1966)  and  of  all  other  powers  enabling 
him  in  this  behalf,  the  Central  Government  hereby  directs  that  the  Punjab 
University  constituted  under  the  Punjab  University  Act,  1947  (East  Punjab 
Act  7 of  1947),  shall  cease  to  function  and  operate  in  the  areas  of  districts 
of  Patiala,  Sangrur,  Bhatinda  and  Rupar  in  the  State  of  Punjab.” 

Sub-section  (7)  of  section  25  of  the  Punjab  School  Educational  Board  Act,  1969 
reads  as  follows  : — 

“25.  (I)  As  from  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  the  Punjab  University  Act, 
1947  in  so  far  as  it  is  applicable  to  School  Education  in  the  State 
shall  stand  repealed.
